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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the appeal brief filed on 04/23/2009, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed by an 
appeal brief under 37 CFR 41.37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and appeal brief fee 
can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth in 37 CFR 41 .20 have 
been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant must pay the difference between 
the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 11-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non- statutory subject matter. 

4. For claims 11-16, the claims are not statutory because the claims are not tied to a 
particular apparatus. 
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5. For claims 17-20, the claims are not statutory because the computer readable medium 
includes signals and printed matter (see paragraph 0050 of the specification). 

6. The claims are also drawn to nonstatutory functional descriptive material because the 
claimed logic is not being executed by a processor, for example. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In the instant application, software is used to provide the claimed means (see 
figure 7). The CAFC has held that the specification must disclose the particular structure that is 
used to perform the claimed functions (see pages 24-26 of Blackboard v. Desire2Learn). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3 . Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bonney et al. (US 
Pat 7,096,264), hereinafter referred to as Bonney, in view of Bahadiroglu (US Pg Pub 
2002/0186660) and Barillaud (US Pat 6,741,568). 

1 1 . For claim 1, Bonney discloses a network analyzer system that has a network analyzer 10 
(host analyzer) that communicates with capture agents 4 (client analyzer) over a network 6 
[figure 2] . The capture agents 4 are used to send captured network traffic (raw digital data) to 
the network analyzer 10 [col. 1 lines 7-23]. 

12. Bonney uses an aggregation module 13 to process the information (raw digital data) 
received from the capture agents 4 [col. 4 lines 6-11, 30-33]. Bonney does not disclose using a 
neural processing module to process the information. Bahadiroglu discloses a network analyzer 
48 that is part of a node [figure 6A] . The network analyzer 48 can also be implemented as a 
neural network [col. 25 lines 30-35] . It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to use a neural network to process raw information in Bonney 's invention to allow for a 
more accurate network analysis to be performed [Barillaud, col. 4 lines 30-40] . 

Response to Arguments 

13. The arguments with respect to Bahadiroglu not disclosing a neural processing module are 
not persuasive because Bahadiroglu's network analyzer 48 is part of a node. 

14. The arguments with respect to Bahadiroglu's network analyzer not processing raw digital 
data are not persuasive because the arguments are based on piecemeal analysis. Bonney was 
cited as disclosing a module that processes raw digital data. 
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15. The arguments with respect to the motivation to combine being improper are not 
persuasive. The Barrillaud reference (third reference) was used to provide the motivation 
because it is relevant to establishing "a motivation to combine which is implicit in the knowledge 
of one of ordinary skill in the art." 

16. The arguments with respect to claims 2-3, 11,17 and 21, were found to be persuasive. 
The prior art rejections with respect to these claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

17. Claims 2-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

18. Claims 21-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
